_ AN  ACT  TO  CONSOLIDATE  AND  AMEND  THE  LAW  RELATING  TO  CIVIL  COURTS  IN 

ORISSA 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Orissa  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India,  as  follows  : —

1.  (I)  Tips  Act  may  be  called  the  Orissa  Civil  Courts  Act,  1984,
